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Third  Suffolk  race  heats  up  as  candidates 
debate  over  issues  concerning  immigrants

At  noon  of  April  21,  five  state 
representative  hopefuls  gathered 
at  the  Asian  American  Civic  As¬ 
sociation  (AACA)  on  Tyler  Street 
in  Chinatown  for  a  debate,  a 
ramp-up  to  the  upcoming  spe¬ 
cial  election  of  the  Third  Suffolk 
seat  for  the  state  representative. 
Among  the  participants  were  four 
Democratic  candidates,  Aaron 
Michlewitz,  Lucy  Rivera,  Susan 
Passoni,  Brian  Ross,  and  one  in¬ 
dependent,  John  Keith;  Ryan  Hig- 
genson  dropped  out  of  the  race. 
Over  60  community  members  at¬ 
tended  the  debate. 

The  Democratic  candidates 
compete  against  one  another  in 
the  Democratic  primary  on  May 
19.  The  winner  of  the  primary 
will  then  face  John  Keith  and  Re¬ 
publican  candidate  David  Trum¬ 
bull  in  the  general  election  on 
June  16. 

The  debate,  moderated  by 
Deeb  Salem,  Physician-in-Chief 
of  Tufts  Medical  Center  and  an 
AACA  board  member,  started 
with  opening  statements  from 
each  candidate.  Salem  then  asked 
a  series  of  prepared  questions: 
how  the  candidates  seek  to  keep 
the  representation  of  the  district's 
diversity  as  a  priority,  how  they 
plan  to  meet  the  needs  of  English- 
language  and  workforce  develop¬ 
ment  in  Chinatown,  their  strate¬ 
gies  for  business  development  in 
Chinatown,  and  their  positions 
on  offering  in-state  tuition  to  stu¬ 
dents  without  lawful  immigration 
status.  Salem  also  took  questions 
from  the  audience,  and  the  debate 
ended  with  the  candidates'  clos¬ 
ing  statements. 

Third  Suffolk  District  decoded 

All  the  candidates  were  in  agree¬ 
ment  that  the  Third  Suffolk  Dis¬ 
trict,  with  its  ethnic  and  socioeco¬ 
nomic  diversity,  is  a  good  reflec¬ 
tion  of  the  shifting  demographics 
of  many  neighborhoods  through¬ 
out  Massachusetts. 

"The  beauty  of  this  district 
is  that  it  reflects  not  only  what 
goes  on  in  the  city,  but  also  in 
the  state,"  Passoni  said.  She  sug¬ 
gested  that  holding  town  hall 
meetings  would  be  effective  for 
gamering  different  voices  in  the 
district. 

The  candidates  also  sought  to 
debunk  the  myth  that  the  Third 
Suffolk  District  is  "the  North  End 
seat"  by  pointing  to  the  many 
neighborhoods  that  are  included 
in  the  district.  Aaron  Michlewitz, 
an  aide  to  former  House  speaker 
Salvatore  DiMasi,  pointed  out 
that  he  established  two  campaign 
headquarters,  one  in  the  North 
End  and  one  in  the  South  End. 

"The  public  perception  that 
this  is  a  North  End  seat  is  there, 
but  it's  not  accurate,"  Michlewitz

said. 

Employment  and  business  de¬ 
velopment 

In  addressing  the  issues  of  job 
creation  and  business  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  community,  the  can¬ 
didates  concurred  that  both  pub¬ 
lic  and  private  sectors  needed  to 
work  together. 

"I  have  what  I  call  a  'quasi¬ 
public  solution,'  which  asks  the 
city  and  state  governments,  col¬ 
leges  and  universities,  civic  orga¬ 
nizations,  and  employers  to  band 
together,  make  noise  and  get 
things  done,"  Keith  said.  He  re¬ 
marked  that  most  entry-level  jobs 
are  found  in  hospitals,  universi¬ 
ties,  hotels  and  restaurants. 

Rivera  said  development 
projects  in  Chinatown  should  be 
respectful  of  its  residents.  She 
calls  for  half  of  the  jobs  created 
by  the  W  Hotel  opening  on  Stu¬ 
art  Street  to  be  filled  by  residents 
from  the  surrounding  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  . 

Passoni  feels  it  is  important 
that  job  opportunities  in  the  com¬ 
munity  are  well-publicized  and 
that  members  of  the  community 
have  the  necessary  skills  to  fill  out 
job  applications. 

"I  would  reach  out  to  all  exist¬ 
ing  and  new  businesses  to  ensure 
that  they  have  a  focused  strategy 
to  target  Chinatown  residents. 
I  would  ask  employers  to  give 
equal  consideration  to  applicants 
with  limited  English  skills,"  Pas¬ 
soni  said. 

Ross  and  Rivera  call  for  better 
public  education  to  prepare  better 
workers. 

"Many  of  the  first  or  second 
generation  immigrants  are  strug¬ 


gling  in  school,"  Rivera  said.  She 
quoted  statistics  that  show  the  high 
percentage  of  immigrant  youth 
without  a  high  school,  or  equiva- 

lent  diploma.  "Laying  off  teachers 

is  not  the  way  to  balance  the  bud¬ 
get,"  she  said. 

In-state  tuition 

All  candidates  except  Ross  are 
in  favor  of  legislation  that  makes 
in-state  tuition  available  to  stu¬ 
dents  without  legal  immigration 
status.  Michlewitz  said  he  had 
taken  phone  calls  from  immigrant 
parents  regarding  paying  for  their 
children's  education;  he  considered 
it  imperative  that  the  proposal  is 
made  law.  Keith  proposes  offer¬ 
ing  in-state  tuition  to  anyone  who 
graduates  from  a  public  high  school 
in  Massachusetts.  Passoni  said  ob¬ 
taining  higher  education  is  crucial 
in  determining  one's  income  level. 

"Not  to  extend  this  to  higher 
education  will  limit  their  job  op¬ 
portunities  to  annual  salaries  of 
$20,000  or  less,"  Passoni  said. 

Meals  tax 

A  member  of  the  audience 
asked  for  the  candidates'  respective 
stances  on  the  two-percent  meal  tax 
proposed  by  Boston  Mayor  Thom¬ 
as  Menino,  an  initiative  that  seeks 
to  boost  the  City's  revenue  in  the 
economic  downturn.  The  question 
sparked  much  debate  among  the 
candidates.  Keith,  Ross  and  Rivera 
disagreed  with  the  proposal.  Keith 
is  supportive  of  a  state-wide  meals 
tax,  but  not  a  city-wide  one.  Ross 
said  he  would  vote  against  any  in-

crease  in  a  meals  tax  or  hotel  tax,  as  these 
taxes  would  discourage  spending,  and 
thus  affects  tourism  and  small  businesses. 
Rivera  also  echoed  Ross'  views  on  the  is¬ 
sue.  Michlewitz  and  Passoni,  who  are  in 
favor  of  the  proposal,  said  that  a  meal  tax 
would  be  an  important  source  of  revenue 
in  challenging  times. 

Higher  education 

Another  question  from  the  audience 
was  about  the  interest  rate  accompany¬ 
ing  student  loans.  Most  of  the  candidates 
answered  the  question  by  addressing  the 
larger  issue  of  offering  incentives  to  keep 
recent  graduates  in  Massachusetts.  Passoni 
and  Michlewitz  pointed  out  that  although 
many  people  come  to  Massachusetts  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  good  higher  education,  many  leave 
after  graduation.  Passoni  stressed  that  a 
robust  economy  depends  on  a  well-educat¬ 
ed  population;  therefore,  it  is  crucial  that 
graduates  are  not  dragged  down  by  loans. 
Michlewitz  believes  that  the  high  cost  of 


rent  drives  new  graduates  away  and  that 
affordable  housing  will  help  remedy  the 
problem. 

"It  is  important  to  challenge  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  to  keep 
units  in  many  of  its  projects,"  Michlewitz 
said. 

Rivera,  who  is  still  paying  off  her  own 
student  loan,  said  that  those  who  opt  for  a 
career  in  public  service  should  have  their 
loans  deferred  or  partly  forgiven. 

"People  who  have  studied  to  become 
social  workers  or  police  officers  are  earn¬ 
ing  next  to  nothing,  and  yet  many  are 
representing  the  underrepresented,"  Ri¬ 
vera  said.  She  believes  that  such  incentives 
would  also  encourage  more  people  to  go 
into  the  field  of  public  service. 

The  candidates  all  appeared  well- 
prepared  for  the  debate.  Their  thoughtful 
answers  showed  that  they  are  aware  of  the 
issues  confronting  the  immigrant  commu¬ 
nity  in  Chinatown  and  other  parts  of  the 
district,  and  their  passion  to  represent  the 
underrepresented  was  eVident.  From  the 
responses  of  the  candidates,  it  seems  that 
their  campaigns  are  more  than  just  a  race 
to  grab  a  seat  on  Beacon  Hill,  but  rather  an 
opportunity  to  rally  for  civic  engagement.

What  prompted  you  to  run  for  State 
Representative?

I  am  confident 
that  my  background  as  a  lifelong  resident 
of  this  District  combined  with  my  a  track 
record  of  providing  realistic  solutions  for 
the  people  who  make  up  these  neighbor¬ 
hoods  makes  me  a  candidate  worthy  of 
consideration  by  the  District's  voters. 

John  Keith: 

I  am  excited  about  the  opportunity  to 
work  on  behalf  of  my  neighbors  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  my  community.  I  want  to  make 
things  better  for  people  who  need  help 
while  making  life  easier  for  everyone  else. 
I  see  an  opportunity  to  continue  some  of 
the  great  policies  the  state  has  implement¬ 
ed  during  the  past  several  years  -  universal 
healthcare,  gay  marriage,  to  name  just  two. 
I  also  want  to  restore  the  public's  trust  in 
government  -  in  the  city,  two  of  our  most 
prominent  politicians  have  stepped  down 
while  facing  ethics  violations  charges.

Lucy  Rivera: 

People  need  to  be  represented,  their 
voices  need  to  be  heard.  The  face  of  Boston 
has  changed.  Massachusetts  is  changing 
and  this  changes  most  also  be  reflected  in 
their  leaders,  new  Bostonians  are  a  contrib¬ 
uting  block  to  the  state's  economy  and  their 
issues  need  to  be  represented  and  heard. 

I  want  to  bring  that  voice  to  the  legis¬ 
lature. 

Brian  Ross: 

Like  many  others,  I  have  seen  how  the 
short-sighted  decisions  and  mismanage¬ 
ment  on  Beacon  Hill  have  left  us  having  to 
make  hard  decisions  about  whether  to  raise 
taxes  or  raise  tolls.

critical  to  our  community  and  the  future 
of  Massachusetts:  maintaining  the  quality 
of  our  public  schools,  keeping  housing  af¬ 
fordable  for  our  families,  and  working  for 
smart  and  sustainable  economic  growth. 
All  of  these  are  related;  as  a  Common¬ 
wealth  we  cannot  possibly  foster  economic 
expansion  without  industry;  we  can  not 
attract  industry  without  a  growing,  well 
educated  population,  and  we  can  not  keep 
smart  and  talented  residents  —  our  work¬ 
ing  families,  college  graduates  and  profes¬ 
sionals  —  if  it  is  too  expensive  to  live  here.

I  am  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Ellis  South  End  Neighborhood 
Association  and  have  actively  engaged 
other  neighborhood  organizations  and  as¬ 
sociations  to  work  hand  in  hand  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  community.  It  is  my  com¬ 
mitment  and  dedication  to  my  community 
that  has  motivated  me  to  run  for  office.

I  analyzed  and  advised  these  companies 
to  help  find  opportunities  to  increase  rev¬ 
enues  and  cut  costs.  I  look  forward  to  the 
opportunity  to  get  to  work  using  this  ex¬ 
perience  to  help  our  state  leaders  address 
our  revenue  shortfalls,  set  a  more  secure 
course  for  the  future,  and  ensure  that  our 
neighborhoods  remain  vibrant  and  livable. 

How  do  you  plan  to  prevent  drastic 
service  cuts  with  the  current  state  budget 
crisis? 

Michlewitz: 

With  the  current  economic  downturn 
we  are  experiencing  as  well  as  the  Com¬ 
monwealth's  own  budget  deficit,  I  plan  to 
be  open  minded  about  ways  to  enhance 
revenue  especially  if  it  means  reducing  ser¬ 
vice  cuts  to  important  programs.  Howev¬ 
er,  1  do  not  support  an  increase  in  the  state 
income  tax  at  this  time. 

Keith: 


Our  fiscal  crisis  is  a  short-term  prob¬ 
lem.  We  can't  disassemble  the  Common¬ 
wealth  by  focusing  short-term.  There  are 
some  long-term,  systemic  problems  that 
keep  putting  us  into  fiscal  trouble.  I  believe 
the  Governor's  proposal  to  raise  the  gas  tax 
makes  sense.  I  do  not  support  raising  taxes 
to  meet  the  short-term  needs  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  I  support  making  strategic 
cuts  to  balance  the  budget,  because  I  be¬ 
lieve  we  will  grow  out  of  the  current  fiscal 
crisis  sometime  during  the  2010  fiscal  year. 

Rivera: 

We  need  to  scrutinize  the  budget  to 
eliminate  all  unnecessary  spending  and 
make  sure  that  priorities  are  based  on  the 
needs  of  the  residents.  There  are  also  many 
efficiencies  than  can  be  achieved  which 
would  save  money  and  avoid  cuts.  We 
should  also  look  to  other  communities,  cit¬ 
ies  and  states  across  the  US  which  are  all 
suffering  from  the  same  economic  down¬ 
turn  affecting  us.  We  can  learn  from  suc¬ 
cess  stories,  and  bring  best  economic  prac¬ 
tices  to  our  communities. 

Ross: 

While,  I  am  not  sure  that  we  will  not 
have  to  make  drastic  cuts  in  the  short  term, 
I  believe  that  through  alternative  revenue 
streams,  long  overdue  reforms,  and  a  hard 
look  at  every  budget  item  we  can  lessen 
their  impact.  One  of  my  main  reasons  for 
running  is  that,  I  believe  that  we  need  to 
take  hard,  unbiased  look  at  all  possible 
sources  of  new  revenue.  The  Governor  has 
called  for  a  19  cent  increase  in  the  gas  tax 
to  fund  our  transportation  systems,  a  plan 
that  I  support. 

For  too  long.  Beacon  Hill  has  played 
politics  with  our  transportation  infrastruc¬ 
ture,  refusing  to  reform  the  system  and 
failing  to  address  the  mountains  of  debt  ac¬ 
cumulated  by  each  agency.  Now,  in  a  time 
of  calamity  for  the  national  economy,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  has  to  make  the  hard  decisions 
about  whether  to  pay  for  its  prior  misman¬ 
agement  or  allow  its  transportation  system 
to  continue  its  downward  spiral. 

The  human  service  organizations  that 
serve  some  of  the  poorest  members  of  our 
community  face  similar  tough  decisions. 
With  budgets  already  stretched  thin,  they 
must  now  do  more  with  less  because  in 
better  economic  times  our  elected  leaders 
made  short-sighted  decisions  that  now 
hamper  our  growth.  I  believe  that  we  need 
to  change  the  culture  of  Beacon  Hill,  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  we  need  to  address  the  me  first 
attitude  of  our  elected  officials  and  remem¬ 
ber  that  we  are  a  Commonwealth. 

Passoni: 

For  over  20  years  I  worked  as  a  financial 
analyst  in  the  investment  banking  industry 


and  understand  how  to  work  for  changes 
in  the  state  budget.  I  have  advised  corpora¬ 
tions  on  strategic  planning,  funding  needs 
and  competitive  positioning.  1  am  commit¬ 
ted  to  helping  close  the  budget  gap,  finding 
ways  to  ensure  that  essential  services  are 
maintained,  and  always  advocating  for  the 
funding  our  communities  relies  upon. 

I  plan  to  work  with  the  Governor  and 
his  staff,  the  members  of  the  State  Legisla¬ 
ture,  and  municipal  government  officials  to 
help  enact  policies  that  will  stimulate  the 
economy  and  ensure  a  stable  economic  fu¬ 
ture.  Some  ideas  include: 

1.  Revisit  Proposition  2.5,  and  seek  a 
better  balance  in  how  real  estate  taxes  are 
calculated  for  commercial  and  residential 
properties,  since  we  are  losing  revenue  on 
below  market  assessments  on  commercial 
real  estate. 

2.  Examine  the  structure  of  tax-ex¬ 
empt  organizations  and  lobby  for  legisla¬ 
tion  to  impose  taxes  on  a  number  of  the 
businesses  that  reside  on  these  properties 
rather  than  only  .submitting  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes  (PILOT). 

3.  Work  with  the  Governor,  State  Leg¬ 
islators,  City  Officials,  and  corporations  to 
encourage  more  industries  such  as  the  Life 
Sciences  to  move  to  Massachusetts  for  eco¬ 
nomic  diversity  and  job  creation.

Preparing  for  next 
tax  season.... now

Another  tax  season  has  come  and  gone. 
If  you  are  like  most  of  us,  we  planned  to 
get  our  taxes  done  in  January  but  ended 
up  just  barely  getting  everything  out  April 
14th.  Although  most  of  your  hours  spent 
doing  your  taxes  or  prepping  everything 
for  the  CPA  was  probably  done  right  near 
the  deadline,  the  sleepless  nights  of  dread, 
worry  and  procrastination  have  probably 
been  going  on  for  months.  Between  wor¬ 
ried  about  where  all  the  receipts  and  state¬ 
ments  are  to  the  fear  of  the  repercussions 
of  not  filing  in  time,  its  not  a  surprise  that 
this  is  American's  most  stressful  time  of  the 


year.  Here  are  a  few  tips  to  make  next  years 
"tax  time"  feel  more  like  "relax  time." 

Start  organizing  now.  There  is  nothing 
worse  than  the  last  minute  scramble  to  try 
to  find  that  mortgage  statement  or  impor¬ 
tant  receipt  that  you  were  sure  was  in  the 
pile  of  papers  under  the  coffee  table  in  the 
den.  Set  up  a  filing  system  at  home  that  in¬ 
cludes  all  the  categories  you  will  need  for 
next  year's  tax  time.  Once  the  system  is 
done,  set  a  time  at  the  end  of  every  month 
to  file  away  those  receipts,  statements,  bills 
and  donations.  If  you  find  out  you're  miss¬ 
ing  info,  it's  a  lot  easier  and  less  stressful 
getting  it  now  than  April  14th!  There  will 
be  some  categories  that  a  journal  or  note¬ 
book  would  be  helpful.  For  example  if  you 
need  to  track  business  miles,  get  a  small 
notepad  and  keep  it  in  your  car.  Every 
week  log  your  miles,  if  you  wait  too  long  it 
will  be  impossible  to  remember. 

Hire  a  CPA.  Do  you  feel  that  deal¬ 
ing  with  exemptions,  deductions,  adjust¬ 
ments  &  credits,  is  worse  than  having  an 
Endodontic  root  canal?  If  that's  the  case,  if 
you  don't  have  a  Certified  Public  Accoun¬ 
tant  (CPA),  next  year  may  be  the  time  for 
it.  Hiring  a  CPA  doesn't  mean  you  don't 
have  to  get  organized  but  it  does  give  you 
the  structure  guidance  and  knowledge  to 
make  tax  time  a  lot  easier.  With  profession¬ 
al  help,  there  may  be  additional  deductions 
or  problems  that  may  be  identified  that 
could  save  you  money. 

Set  up  a  savings  plan.  Do  you  end  up 
owing  a  lot  of  money  every  year,  or  want  to 
put  in  money  towards  your  IRA  contribu¬ 
tions  but  have  trouble  finding  the  money 
all  at  once  to  do  so?  Creating  a  savings  plan 
with  a  separate  bank  account  set  aside  for 
these  areas  will  make  it  a  lot  easier  finan¬ 
cially  at  tax  time.  The  contribution  limits 
for  a  Traditional  or  Roth  IRA  for  2009  is 
$5000.  ($6000  if  you're  over  50).  It  may  be 
difficult  to  come  up  with  a  lump  sum  at  the 
contribution  deadline  so  by  saving  for  it 
over  the  year  will  make  it  more  attainable. 

Congratulations  on  making  it  through 
another  tax  year.  Hopefully  with  some  of 
these  tips  next  year  will  be  smoother  sail¬ 
ing.  While  we  all  know  it's  not  realistic 
that  you  will  be  able  to  completely  take  the 
stress  out  of  taxes,  some  early  and  regular 
preparation  will  definitely  go  a  long  way.

MBTA  job  lottery  begins  in  August  HoPe  for  non-u  s-  citizens:  °bama 

promises  immigration  reform

On  April  9th,  the  Chinatown  Coalition 
(TCC)  held  its  monthly  meeting.  The  big 
news  was  the  MBTA  job  lottery  —  the  appli¬ 
cation  process  for  entry  level  employment 
which  only  opens  once  every  two  years— 
will  be  opening  up  to  applicants  beginning 
in  August.  Steady  MTBA  jobs  with  great 
benefits  are  highly  coveted,  drawing  thou¬ 
sands  of  applicants  during  every  lottery 
process  even  in  the  best  of  times.  In  our 
current  economic  downturn,  an  even  great¬ 
er  demand  is  expected.  "This  is  a  great  job 
with  phenomenal  benefits,"  said  Thomas. 
"I  anticipate  the  response  to  this  lottery  to 
be  enormous." 

The  lottery  will  open  at  the  end  of  the 
summer  and  will  remain  open  for  eight 
weeks.  Qualified  applicants  are  required 
to  take  a  test  to  judge  their  responses  to 
hypothetical  scenarios  and  will  also  be 
subject  to  a  criminal  offender  record  infor¬ 
mation  (CORI)  screening.  Starting  pay  for 
entry  level  jobs,  which  include  bus  driver, 
train  attendant,  and  subway  customer  ser¬ 
vice  agent,  is  $19-$20  per  hour.  Currently, 
it  has  not  yet  been  determined  how  many 
new  applicants  will  be  hired.  "[The  num¬ 
ber  of  available  jobs]  depends  on  the  stim¬ 
ulus  and  whether  state  legislature  comes 
through,"  said  Thomas.  Once  accepted  for 
job  placement,  applicants  will  be  placed  on 
the  waitlist  and  called  to  work  as  soon  as 
a  position  becomes  available.  "Some  ap¬ 


plicants  get  jobs  in  the  first  couple  weeks, 
other  wait  over  a  year,"  Thomas  said. 

The  lottery  was  implemented  by  the 
MBTA  in  effort  to  objectify  the  job  hiring 
system  and  create  a  diversified  workforce. 
The  MBTA  is  an  equal  opportunity/ af¬ 
firmative  action  employer  and  candidates 
with  second  language  skills  are  especially 
encouraged  to  apply,  however,  for  safety 
reasons,  ability  to  understand  commands 
in  English  is  a  prerequisite  . 

Following  the  MBTA  announcements; 
Kye  Liang  of  the  Chinatown  Gateway  Co¬ 
alition  gave  an  update  on  the  2010  "Master 
Plan."  The  Chinatown  2010  Master  Plan  is 
a  community-led  initiative  to  create  a  plan¬ 
ning  document  to  guide  the  future  growth 
of  the  Chinatown  community.  The  project 
was  made  possible  by  funding  provided 
by  foundations  to  the  Chinatown  Gateway 
Coalition  to  support  this  project.  The  Chi¬ 
natown  Master  Plan  2010  is  a  2-year  project 
which  began  July  1,  2008  and  is  estimated 
to  end  June  30,  2010.  Its  purpose  is  to  pro¬ 
pose  a  plan  for  managing  the,  Chinatown 
community's  growth  for  the  next  decade. 
This  will  be  the  third  Master  Plan  imple¬ 
mented  by  the  Chinatown  Gateway  Coali¬ 
tion,  the  first  developed  in  1990,  and  it  has 
become  a  tradition  occurring  every  decade.

Hope  came  to  many  within  the  immi¬ 
grant  community  on  April  9,  2009  when 
the  New  York  Times  published  an  article  on 
their  front  page  proclaiming  that  President 
Obama  has  promised  to  support  a  plan  to 
reform  the  U.S.  immigration  process.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  New  York  Times,  President 
Obama  has  pledged  to  support  a  compre¬ 
hensive  immigration  reform  bill  that  will 
offer  a  path  to  legalization  for  people  cur¬ 
rently  in  the  United  States  without  immi¬ 
gration  status. 

Immigration  advocates  are  extremely 
optimistic  that  immigration  reform  will 
indeed  occur  as  President  Obama  has 
promised.  Andrew  Hernandez,  a  Latin- 
American  scholar  in  Texas,  said  that  while 
he  is  surprised  that  President  Obama  has 
promised  immigration  reform  in  his  first 
term,  his  level  of  support  has  remained 
high  enough  that  he  should  be  able  to  push 
the  legislation  through.  Furthermore,  Pres¬ 
ident  Obama  has  support  in  the  form  of  the 
American  public  on  his  side.  In  addition 
to  the  popularity  of  President  Obama,  two- 
thirds  of  Americans  have  consistently  said 
in  national  polls  that  they  support  a  fair 
system  of  legalizing  illegal  immigrants. 

As  recently  as  a  few  weeks  ago,  im¬ 
migration  experts  were  of  the  opinion  that 
immigration  reform  would  not  be  possible 
because  of  the  poor  economy.  Instead, 
they  claimed,  immigration  reform  would 


have  to  wait  until  the  economy  was  stabi¬ 
lized  and  on  its  way  to  recovery.  However, 
now  those  same  critics  are  not  only  saying 
that  immigration  reform  is  possible  de¬ 
spite  the  current  economy,  but  it  can  actu¬ 
ally  be  used  as  a  stimulus  to  help  improve 
the  economy.  According  to  the  American 
Immigration  Law  Foundation,  legalizing 
non-U.S.  Citizens  without  legal  immigra¬ 
tion  status  will  improve  wages  and  work¬ 
ing  conditions  for  all  workers  in  the  United 
States  and  increase  tax  revenues  for  local, 
state  and  the  federal  government.  ,  The 
Foundation  supports  its  conclusion  by  ar¬ 
guing  that  on  average,  legal  workers  earn 
15%  more  than  their  illegal  counterparts 
doing  the  same  job  and  that  by  legalizing 
workers,  they  will  be  forced  to  pay  taxes. 

Immigration  advocates  are  of  the  im¬ 
pression  that  immigration  reform  could 
happen  as  early  as  November  2009.  This 
is  great  news  for  the  12  million  people  cur¬ 
rently  living  in  the  United  States  without 
legal  immigration  status.

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ADHD  Q&A  with  Laurel  Leslie,  MD 


Attention  deficit  hyper¬ 
activity  disorder,  ADHD, 
affects  an  estimated  3  to 
5  percent  of  all  children. 
Frustrating  for  them,  their 
families  and  their  teach¬ 
ers,  this  neuro behavioral 
disorder  has  an  enormous 
impact  on  individuals  and 
on  public  health.  Children 
with  ADHD  frequently 
have  trouble  concentrating 
on  their  school  work,  and, 
when  they  reach  adult¬ 
hood,  may  have  difficulty 
in  certain  workplaces. 

Laurel  K.  Leslie,  MD, 
MPH,  is  the  pediatric  de¬ 
velopmental-behavioral 
specialist  who  heads  a 
clinic  for  children  with 
school  problems,  includ¬ 
ing  ADHD,  at  the  Center 
for  Children  with  Special 
Needs  at  Floating  Hospital 
for  Children  at  Tufts  Medi¬ 
cal  Center.  She  answers 
some  basic  questions  about 
this  condition. 

What  are  some  early 
symptoms  of  ADHD? 

Hyperactive  children 
often  appear  to  be  in  con¬ 
stant  motion;  they  have 
trouble  playing  or  sitting 
quietly.  Impulsive  kids  of¬ 
ten  have  trouble  waiting 
for  their  turn  or  they  in¬ 
terrupt  others  often.  Some 
early  signs  of  inattention 
may  include  trouble  listen¬ 
ing,  daydreaming,  being 
easily  distracted  and  for¬ 
getfulness.  Children  with 
the  combined  subtype  have 
both  types  of  symptoms. 

Is  there  an  average  age 
that  children  wrho  are  af¬ 


fected  will  start  to  show 
signs,  or  can  it  happen  at 
any  age? 

Manv  children  with 
ADHD  have  had  problems 
since  they  were  infants  and 
toddlers,  particularly  those 
children  with  the  hyper¬ 
active/impulsive  or  com¬ 
bined  subtypes  of  ADHD. 
However,  it  is  difficult 
to  diagnose  young  chil¬ 
dren  with  ADHD  because 
children  are  developing 
rapidly  and  high-energy 
behaviors  in  preschoolers 
are  quite  common.  Chil¬ 
dren  with  the  inattentive 
subtype  of  ADHD  may  not 
have  trouble  in  school  un¬ 
til  they  reach  junior  high 
or  high  school  when  their 
schoohvork  becomes  more 
complicated. 

Is  ADHD  a  life-long 
condition  or  will  some  chil¬ 
dren  mature  out  of  it? 

Results  of  current  re¬ 
search  nowr  suggest  that 
many  ADHD  symptoms 
continue  into  adulthood 
and  that  approximately 
tw'o-thirds  of  children  with 
ADHD  may  continue  to 
experience  ADHD  symp¬ 
toms  when  they  are  older. 
Until  very  recently,  most 
researchers  and  clinicians 
believed  that  children  "out¬ 
grew"  their  ADHD  symp¬ 
toms  during  adolescence. 
This  may  be  because  symp¬ 
toms  like  hyperactivity  of¬ 
ten  become  less  prominent 
during  the  teen  years.  Posi¬ 
tive  aspects  of  ADHD  in 
adolescents  and  adults  in¬ 
clude  creativity,  openness 


to  new  ideas  and  high  en¬ 
ergy  levels.  Challenging  as¬ 
pects  of  ADHD  can  include 
trouble  at  work,  in  relation¬ 
ships  and  in  other  areas 
of  functioning  because  of 
problems  with  procrastina¬ 
tion,  staying  on  task,  and 
completing  projects. 

What  treatments  are 
available? 

We  recommend  a 
multi-modal  treatment  ap¬ 
proach  for  ADHD  that  in¬ 
cludes: 

•Parents  and  caregiv¬ 
ers  learning  all  they  can 
about  ADHD  and  being 
their  child's  advocate 

•  Medication,  particu¬ 
larly  the  stimulants,  which 
have  been  researched  ex¬ 
tensively 

•A  good  behavior 
modification  program  at 
home  and  at  school 

•School  interventions 
that  address  areas  that  chal¬ 
lenge  children 

•  Identifying  strengths 
the  child  with  ADHD  has 
and  building  on  those  as 
much  as  possible 

How  useful  are  treat¬ 
ment  programs  focused  on 
nutrition,  psychotherapy, 
exercise  or  other  forms  of 
nonpharmacological  inter¬ 
ventions? 

A  variety  of  alternative 
therapies  have  been  pro¬ 
posed  for  ADHD,  includ¬ 
ing  special  diets,  vitamin 
and  mineral  supplements, 
herbal  remedies,  biofeed¬ 
back,  hypnosis  and  medi¬ 
tation.  Generally  speaking, 
most  treatment  alternatives 


lack  systematic  research  to 
support  their  appropriate¬ 
ness  and  efficacy. 

Studies  of  elimination 
diets  (Few-Food  Diets), 
sugar-restricting  diets  and 
macronutrient  supple¬ 
ments  have  not  produced 
convincing  evidence  of  im¬ 
proving  ADHD  symptoms 
in  most  children.  Approxi¬ 
mately  2  percent  of  children 
will  have  less  irritability 
and  better  attention  when 
certain  additives,  especially 
red  dyes,  are  removed  from 
their  diets.  Treatments  that 
focus  on  mineral  supple¬ 
mentation  (Iron,  Zinc,  Mag¬ 
nesium)  may  merit  further 
study,  but  current  data  sug¬ 
gest  that  they  are  only  use¬ 
ful  when  a  true  deficiency 
has  been  demonstrated. 

Studies  of  homeopathic 
or  herbal  remedies,  such 
as  ginko  biloba,  kava-kava 
and  spirulina  are  limited, 
but  some  findings  may 
warrant  further  investiga¬ 
tion.  For  example,  there  is 
some  evidence  that  mela¬ 
tonin  may  be  effective  and 
safe  for  some  types  of  sleep 
problems  (i.e.  delayed  sleep 
phase)  in  children  with 
ADHD. 

Finally,  studies  of  alter¬ 
native  interventions  such  as 
laser  acupuncture,  biofeed¬ 
back,  hypnosis,  channel- 
specific  perceptual  tuning 
and  vestibular  stimulation 
are  inconclusive  as  to  their 
effectiveness  in  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  ADHD  symptoms. 

What  is  the  best  advice 
you  can  give  to  parents  who 


have  a  child  with  ADHD? 

Parenting  any  child 
can,  at  times,  be  a  stressful, 
frustrating,  and  tiring  job, 
and  this  is  especially  true 
for  a  parent  of  a  child  with 
ADHD.  It  is  important  to 
remember  that  you  are  not 
alone.  Many  parents  find 
it  helpful  to  seek  support 
of  other  parents  who  have 
children  diagnosed  with 
ADHD.  Here  are  some  tips: 

Talk  to  your  spouse 
and/or  partner  to  make 
sure  you  are  working  as  a 
team.  For  example: 

•  Work  together  on  a 
consistent  approach  to  dis¬ 
cipline  and  structure 

•  Find  ways  to  show 
support  for  each  other 

•  Arrange  time  for  tak¬ 
ing  turns  so  that  each  of 
you  can  take  a  break 

Seek  support 

•  Talking  to  other  par¬ 
ents  who  are  experiencing 
similar  challenges  can  help 
you  know  that  you  are  not 
alone  and  can  help  you  feel 
supported 

•  Look  into  options 
before  you  are  at  the  "end 
of  your  rope"  so  that  you 
will  have  resources  in  place 
when  you  need  them 

•  There  are  many  sup¬ 
port  groups  available,  for 
example,  CHADD  (Chil-

Gamja  Stew,  perfect  on  a  rainy  night

On  a  breezy  rainy  week  night, 

I  went  to  the  recently  reopened 
Hanmaru  (closed  last  year  due  to 
a  fire  started  next  door  9  months 
ago)  on  168  Harvard  Avenue  in 
Allston  to  try  their  house  special¬ 
ty  Gamja  Stew  (aka  Gamja  Tang 
stands  for  potato  soup),  a  must- 
have  dish  for  adventurous  Bosto¬ 
nians  who  love  Korean  food. 

The  store  name  Hanmaru  is 
from  old  Korean  and  it  means 
"the  best  of  the  best"  according 
to  the  owner  Gyu  Man  Han,  who 
came  to  Boston  from  South  Korea 
nine  years  ago,  to  study  computer 
science.  But  after  a  stint  working 
at  a  Japanese  restaurant,  he  real¬ 
ized  being  a  restaurateur  was  his 
calling. 

Two  years  ago,  he  opened  up 
Hanmaru  establishing  their  repu¬ 
tation  for  having  great  Gamja  Stew 
along  with  other  Korean  BBQ  spe¬ 
cialties.  But  after  last  year' s  fire, 
Hanmaru  quickly  rebuilt  itself. 
The  new  Hanmaru  is  a  brightly  lit 
space  with  gorgeous  framed  pho¬ 
tos.  Although  the  menu  has  been 
revamped  from  before  offering 
less  Korean  BBQ  items,  the  menu 
is  more  focused  on  their  special¬ 
ties.  Mr.  Han  wants  to  focus  on  in¬ 
troducing  Gamja  Stew  and  make 
it  popular  outside  of  Koreans.  To 
him  and  Koreans,  it  is  their  most 
favorite  dish  in  the  world.  Some 
customers  come  from  New  York 
just  to  have  Hanmaru' s  Gamja 
Stew.  He  believes  in  putting  out 
quality  food  made  from  quality 
ingredients  with  close  attention  to 
keep  the  taste  up  to  his  standards 
on  a  consistent  basis. 

Gamja  Stew  is  a  Korean  com¬ 
fort  food  that  dates  back  from  the 


Sichuan  Gourmet 


in  Billerica

To  find  really  good  Sichuan 
food  in  Boston  you  sometimes 
have  to  make  a  small  journey. 
One  of  the  best  Sichuan  restau¬ 
rants  in  the  Boston  area  is  the 
Sichuan  Gourmet  in  Billerica.  Lo¬ 
cated  outside  the  Route  128  loop, 
it's  not  the  place  you  might  go  to 
on  the  spur  of  the  moment.  But 
if  you  have  a  desire  for  great  Si¬ 
chuan  food,  you  won't  be  disap¬ 
pointed  there. 

One  of  the  best  of  these  deli¬ 
cacies  is  the  Sliced  Roast  Beef  with 
Tendon  in  Chili  Sauce.  While  I  am 
not  the  biggest  fan  of  eating  ten¬ 
don  and  tripe,  I  found  this  dish 
delicious.  It  was  tender  and  spicy 
with  a  flavor  of  sesame.  Another 
excellent  appetizer  is  the  Sichuan 
Cold  Noodles.  These  come  in  a 
spicy  or  non-spicy  version.  These 
are  served  with  bean  sprouts  and 
lightly  flavored  with  a  soy  sauce 
and  chili  oil  mixture.  The  spicy 
version  is  not  very  intense  so  it 
is  a  good  choice  for  people  who 
don't  want  too  much  heat  in  their 
dishes.  And  since  this  is  a  veg¬ 
etarian  dish,  it  makes  a  good  op¬ 
tion  for  those  who  just  can't  bring 
themselves  to  brave  the  scary  ten¬ 
dons. 

While  the  "delicacies"  are 
great,  Sichuan  Gourmet's  best 
items  are  the  main  dishes.  One 
dish  I  always  try  as  a  measure 
of  a  Sichuan  restaurant's  quality 
is  the  Pork  with  Yu  Xiang  Sauce. 
"Yu  Xiang"  is  one  of  the  signature 
styles  of  Sichuan  cooking,  and 
is  often  difficult  for  restaurants 


to  make  well.  Sichuan  Gourmet 
does  a  good  job  with  their  ver¬ 
sion.  The  dish  is  made  with  Sich- 
uan-style  pickled  peppers  which 
is  what  makes  the  real  Yu  Xiang 
flavor.  While  their  version  is  not 
the  best  Yu  Xiang  I've  had  in  the 
Boston,  it's  definitely  worth  it. 

Another  popular  Sichuan 
dish  is  the  Beef  with  Spicy  Chili 
Sauce.  This  consists  of  slices  of 
beef  and  cabbage  served  in  a  spicy 
stew  with  garlic,  red  peppers  and 
huajiao  peppercorns.  Huajiao  is 
a  spicy/ numbing  Sichuan  pep¬ 
percorn  and  Sichaun  Gourmet  is 
one  of  the  few  restaurants  that 
actually  use  them  in  their  cook¬ 
ing.  This  is  a  hearty  dish,  best  or¬ 
dered  when  you  are  dining  with  a 
larger  group.  It  can  be  very  spicy 
if  you're  not  used  to  it,  but  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  the  huajiao  peppercorns 
makes  it  very  authentic  and  very 
delicious. 

A  new  dish  that  I  hadn't 
tried  before  is  called  Old  Sichuan 
Chicken.  These  are  cubes  of  deep 
fried  boneless  chicken  served 
with  a  side  dish  of  sesame-fla¬ 
vored  pickled  cabbage  that  tasted 
like  a  Chinese  version  of  coleslaw. 
The  chicken  had  an  excellent  com¬ 
bination  of  sweet,  spicy  and  pep¬ 
percorn  flavors  and  it  perfectly 
balanced  the  sweet  and  sour  taste 
of  the  "coleslaw."  My  wife  identi¬ 
fied  the  chicken's  flavor  as  Guai 
Wei  (H^)  or  "strange  flavor." 

Sichuan  Gourmet  is  defi¬ 
nitely  worth  the  trip  to  Billerica 
and  judging  from  the  dinnertime 
crowds  of  Chinese  families  on  the 
weekends,  a  lot  of  people  seem  to 
agree.

Shilla  Dynasty  (57  BC-935  AD). 
Due  to  the  healthy  ingredients, 
this  soup  is  rich  in  calcium,  nu¬ 
trients  and  vitamin  Bl.  Koreans 
believe  that  this  dish  is  very  nour¬ 
ishing  for  curing  many  ailments 
but  most  importantly  to  treat  the 
elderly  and  sick.  I  was  looking 
forward  to  my  first  experience  of 
tasting  Gamja  Stew. 

Besides  the  Gamja  Stew,  I 
had  to  try  their  Seafood  Pancake 
($10.95),  a  pan  fried  mixture  of 
shrimp,  squid,  crabstick  and  scal¬ 
lion  in  an  egg  batter.  It  a  perfect 
ratio  of  batter  and  ingredients 
making  the  pancake  not  too  dense 
and  thin  enough  to  have  nice 
crispy  edges  The  dipping  sauce 
was  a  perfect  accompaniment  of 
tang  and  spice.  While  I  waited  for 
Gamja  Stew,  the  friendly  and  at¬ 
tentive  server  cheerfully  brought 
and  refilled  the  pan  chan  (Korean 
side  dishes)  with  the  mandatory 
kimchi  (pickled  cabbage)  along 
with  others  such  as  bean  sprouts, 
fish  cake,  pickled  radish  and  car¬ 


rots  along  with  a  scoop  of  potato 
salad. 

Gamja  Stew  ($34.95  serves 
2-3),  is  definitely  the  Piece  de  re¬ 
sistance  of  the  night.  It  is  served 
with  a  dipping  sauce  with  a  little 
wasabi  (Japanese  horse  radish) 
for  taste.  A  fragrant  and  very  red 
broth  came  out  in  a  pot  filled  with 
heaping  amounts  of  pork  bones, 
veggies,  tofu,  scallions,  hunks  of 
potato  and  chili  seeds.  A  bib  is 
offered  as  eating  this  dish  can  get 
a  bit  messy.  The  soup  was  not  as 
spicy  as  I  feared  but  it  was  flavor¬ 
ful.  The  meat  when  dipped  into 
the  sauce  brought  out  a  wonder¬ 
ful  taste  in  my  mouth  with  the 
wasabi.  There  wras  so  much  left¬ 
over,  I  had  to  bring  some  home. 
Gamja  Stew  is  not  for  the  timid 
but  it  is  worth  venturing  out  to 
try!

People  consider  me  a 
rather  patient  person;  I  raise 
my  hand  and  wait  to  be 
called  on,  rather  than  wav¬ 
ing  it  about.  I  wait  in  line 
like  most  of  the  students, 
rather  than  taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  my  senior  status  or 
cutting  in  front  of  a  friend 
who's  closer  to  the  front  of 
the  line.  I'm  even  still  wait¬ 
ing  to  take  my  picture  for 
my  license,  despite  the  fact 
that  I  really  should  have 
done  it  right  after  1  passed 
the  test  a  week  or  two  ago. 
So  after  stating  all  of  this, 
understand  the  serious¬ 
ness  of  the  statement  that 
if  I  have  to  wait  any  longer 
this  month  to  hear  from  col¬ 
leges,  I  will  go  insane. 

March  is  the  primary 
month  where  colleges  send 
out  their  acceptance  and 
rejection  letters  and  based 
on  the  fact  that  college 
is  stressed  as  something 
that  could  make  or  break 
your  future,  the  wait  un¬ 
derstandably  causes  much 
stress  to  fall  upon  many  a 
senior' s  head.  One  friend 
even  jokingly  comment¬ 
ed  that  I  must  have  been 
stressed  out,  considering 
they  managed  to  find  a 
gray  hair  or  two  sticking 
out  from  my  scalp.  The 
stress  may  be  considered 
unnecessary  to  some;  many 
seniors  have  already  been 
accepted  into  schools:  some 
by  scholarship  programs 
such  as  POSSE  or  Colby- 
Sawyer,  some  by  early  ac¬ 
ceptance  decisions,  and 


some  have  already  received 
their  regular  decision  let¬ 
ters.  For  the  rest  of  Malden 
High's  senior  population 
however,  there's  the  infa¬ 
mous  college  list.  Each  stu¬ 
dent  has  their  list  of  their 
top  schools,  and  they  have 
their  set  of  backup  choices. 
And  when  you've  been  ac¬ 
cepted  into  your  backup, 
but  haven't  heard  from 
your  top  choices  yet?  It's 
kind  of  nerve  wracking. 

Long  gone  are  the  days 
where  a  thin  or  thick  enve¬ 
lope  reveals  a  college's  de¬ 
cision.  These  days,  colleges 
are  going  to  new  lengths 
to  deliver  the  news,  be  it 
good  or  bad.  Whether  it's 
sending  the  letter  along 
with  a  tube  full  of  confetti 
to  early  accepted  MIT  stu¬ 
dents  or  Northeastern's 
blatantly  obvious  envelope 
emblazoned  with  the  mes¬ 
sage,  "Congratulations  on 
your  acceptance,"  colleges 
are  going  all  out  in  efforts 
to  make  students  choose 
their  school.  Many  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  have 
even  moved  the  process 
online  now;  the  University 
of  Georgia  sends  each  stu¬ 
dent  a  congratulatory  email 
with  a  link  to  a  video  of  fire¬ 
works  going  off,  while  Bryn 
Mawr  now  sends  out  video 
acceptances.  However, 
with  the  increase  in  flashy 
acceptance  procedures,  also 
comes  a  changing  time  for 
rejection  letters  as  well. 

Quite  a  few  colleges 
these  days  are  sending  out 
emails  or  even  texts  to  stu¬ 
dents  relaying  them  the  de¬ 
tails  of  their  status.  While 


some  are  gentle  enough  to 
let  down  the  student  eas¬ 
ily,  by  offering  to  send  an 
actual  rejection  letter  in 
order  to  lessen  the  sting, 
other  schools  are  less  kind. 
It  must  be  a  blow  to  a  stu¬ 
dent's  ego  when  they  open 
up  their  email,  only  to 
see  "Admissions  decision: 
Deny"  in  the  subject  head¬ 
er.  The  effort  that  a  student 
undergoes  to  personalize 
their  essays  to  the  point 
where  they  feel  as  if  they're 
revealing  the  most  vulner¬ 
able  part  of  themselves,  ex¬ 
posing  their  weakness  and 
amplifying  their  strengths, 
is  enormous;  to  have  all  of 
that  hard  work  and  vulner¬ 
ability  tossed  aside  with  an 
impersonal,  electronic,  one 
paragraph  statement?  It's 
crushing,  at  the  very  least. 

Not  only  that,  but  the 
timing  of  these  texts  and 
emails  are  questionable  at 
best.  Ranging  from  early 
morning  to  late  night  email 
and  text  alerts,  students 
could  get  good  or  bad  news 
in  the  middle  of  a  school 
day,  drawing  out  cheers 
or  tears  in  the  middle  of 
the  classroom.  The  fact  of 
the  matter  is,  no  matter 
how  happy  we  are  for  the 
friends  around  us,  we  can't 
help  but  wonder  about 
ourselves  as  well.  Seeing 
friends  break  down  in  tears 
after  being  rejected  from 
their  top  choice  is  frighten¬ 
ing;  one  can't  help  but  won¬ 
der,  "If  they  wouldn't  take 
[insert  name  here],  then 
what  are  the  chances  that 
[college  name]  will  take 
me?" 


It's  during  this  time  that 
we  have  to  remember  that 
a  rejection  from  a  college 
isn't  the  end  of  the  world. 
Granted,  in  the  heat  of  the 
moment  I  doubt  I'll  be  fol¬ 
lowing  that  advice  if  I'm 
rejected  from  my  top  choice, 
but  it's  the  honest  to  good¬ 
ness  truth.
